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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 8/22/2003 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowability on 8/1 1/2003. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Remarks 

2. In view of amendments, the Examiner withdraws the rejection under 35 U.S.C 
103 (a) to claims 22-29, 31,32 and 34-42. Therefore all the claims are in a condition for 
allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 22-43 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not show an electrical machine with elastic rings for 
bearing purpose wherein at least one of the first and the second sides of the rotor 
terminates in a flat surface that is perpendicular to an axis of rotation of the rotor and 
abuts a first surface of a corresponding one of the first and the second thrust rings upon 
an axial movement of the rotor toward the corresponding one of the thrust rings, and 
wherein the stator has a-flat surface that abuts a second surface of the corresponding 
thrust ring to oppose the axial movement of the rotor and a capillary gap for holding 
lubricant is provided between the rotor and the stator of the machine.
